All the new members took their 
seats on the liberal side, the con- 
atituency of Bagot is a gain from the 
opposition. Another gain to the 
government ‘side is J. L. Bethune, 
of Victoria, Cape Breton, voted with 
the government at last session on the 
Yukon bill and now has changed his 
seat to the government side of the 
house. 


Seven members of the house at the 
opening of last session are now dead. 
They are: Guay, Levis; Jameson, 
Winnipeg ; Wood, Brockville; Mc- 
Carthy, North Simcoe; Dupont, Bagot; 
Perry, West Prince, P. E. I; and 
Cameron, West Huron. 

After routine business had been 
traneacted Sir Wilfrid Laurier moved, 
seconded by Sir Charles Tupper, the 
adjournment of the house until Mon- 
day next as a mark of respect to the 
late Hon. J. T. Woed, M. P. Brock- 
ville, whose funeral takes place to- 
morrow. Mr. Wood was a member of 
the late conservative government, and 
was highly .respected by everyone. 
His death ovcurred suddenly while in 
Toronto, having been found dead in 
his room. Sir Wilfrid alluded in 
very feeling and appropriate terms to 
the life and death of Mr. Wood, of 
whom he spoke very highly. He 
also made fitting references to the 
loss which the house had sustained by 
the recent deaths of Dr. Guay and 
Mr. Jameson. Sir Charles Tupper 
followea in s very touching address, in 
the course of which he acknowledged 
the courtesy of the premier in acced- 
ing to his request to adjourn the 
house in memory of his. (Sir Charles’) 
late colleague. The desk occupied at 
last session by Mr. Wood was decorat- 
ed by a very handsome floral wreath. 
The elaborate ceremonies and display 
of the opening, and particularly the 
triumph of the introduction of new 
members, while the memorial wreath 
was.still lying on the desk of a late 
colleague—and the funeral orations 
which followed—brought out in strik- 
ing and unusual contrast the ideas of 
life and death, aside from and above 
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BESSION 
Orrawa, March 16, ’99. 
Parliament was opened in due 
form today by the new gov- 
ernor-general, Lord Minto. The 
military and millinary displays were 
both quite up to, if not slightly above 
fhe usual standard. Although past 
the middle of Mareh, and although 
members from Vancouver Island re- 
port flowers in bloom before they left 


home, and those from southwestern 
Ontario report green grass in sight, 
Ottawa ley under a foot of snow, 
roost of which fell during the preced- 
ing day, which was stormy, and full 
of alect, although not eold. No effort 
liad been spared to clear the streets 
of the city and the walks around 
the parliament buildings in} time 
for today’s business and ceremonies, 
and the work was well done. The 
day was bright and elear and moder- 
ately sharp. The river and its islands 
and valley, the woods and open fields, 
the farm steads, and the buildings 
the city and its suburbs lying under a 
depth of fine white snow, which in 
the dim distance showed through « 
blueish tinge, made up a most lovely 
picture. But there was a chill in the 
air which when met with the universal 
atiff hat and eloth overcoat open at 
the neck, predisposes to pneumonia 
much more than the stinging cold cf 
midwinter in the Northwest. The 
superstition that the weather of winter 
is “cold, but you don’t feel it,” once 
pteashed'so universally in the North- 
west seems to have taken firm hold 
bere in the east. There is apparently 
an almost universal conspiracy to 
ignore the winter and prove that 
Canada is not “Our lady of the 
snows "—even here where snow is s0 
much in evidence during such a large 
part of the year—to the great unneces- 
sary discomfort of the majority of the 
male population. The man who made 
seal skin jaekets, the height of fashion 
for ladies wear in winter, builded 
better than he knew as far as Canada 
is concerned. Crowds filled the paved 
space in front of the parliament build- 
ings to see the soldiers in line, to hear 
the band play and to see the mounted 
guard of honor and the state sleigh 
bearing His Excellency sweep through 
the gates at the galop and bring up 
sharply under the entrance tower of 
the parliament building, while the 
cannons boomed a royal salute and 
the band played God Save the Queen. 


The senate chamber was crowded, 
botb on the floor and in the galleries 
to hear the speech from the throne 
read, and when the commons re- 
assembied in their own chamber the 
galleries were filled there also. Inter- 
est in the ceremony of the opening of 
parliament does not seem to lessen 
as time goes on if the attendance is an 
indication of the public interest taken. 
Possibly, however, the advent of a 
new governor-general may have been 
a considerable part of the attraction. 

The speech was read by His Excel- 
lency in English and French, 

The only new legisiation directly 
foreshadowed is “a better arratige- 
ment of the electoral districts ;” in 
other words the repeal of the famous 
jerrymander act of former years. 

The only allusion to the plebiscite 
is the statement that the official 
figures of the vote will be placed 

fore the house. 

The value of the Yukon is declared 
to be established; the returns have 
met the expenditure ; and a telegraph 
line is to be built—points to and from 
not mentioned, but generally supposed 
to be from Skagway to Dawson, to be 
built as a government work. 

Imperial penny postage, and Cana- 
dian two cent postage are alluded to. 
The general acceptance of the first is 
held to be “further proof of the 
general desire existing among our 
people for close relations with the 
mother country and the rest of the 
Empire.” Regarding the latter it is 
said: “Although such reduction 
involves a temporary loas of revenue, 
it is never the less confidently expeeted 
that the cheapened rate wil! prove of 
such service in the promotion of trade 
and in the general interchange of 
correspondence that withinarezsonable 
time ‘the revenue of the post office 
department will be restored to its 
former figure.” 

The mention of the treaty com- 
mission atates as the point of dispute 
the boundary between Canadz and | 
Alaska. The question has been re- | 
ferred to the respective governments | 
and the commission meets again on 
August 2nd. 

Allusion is made to the expansion 
of trade and commerce, the flourishing 
condition of the public revenues, the 
increase of immigration and the 
almost total cessation of the consider- 
able exodus of our population which 
at one time was aregrettable feature 
of our affairs.

NEW HOSPITAL. 
_aInatecordance with a public notice, 


~~ o 


“@ meeting of those interested in the 
establishment of a non-sectarian hos- 
pital in Edmorton was held in Robert- 
= Hall on Tuesday evening About 
people were present, including a 
number of ladies. : 

H.C. Taylor was appointed chair- 
man and K. W. MacKenzie seeretary 
of the meeting. 

Rov. H. A. Gray explained the 
objects of the meeting and outlined 
the wor« that had been done towards 
selecting a suitable site for the pro- 
posed hospital, and estimated the 
probable cost of such an undertaking. 
The offer of the Cameron residence 
property in the east end for $5,000 
was 

The secretary then read a statement 
by the doetors cemposing the late 
medical board of the hospital here, in 
which was set out at some length the 
cauce of their disagreement with the 
hospital authorities and their reasons 
for considering it necessary that an. 
other hospital be established. They 
estimated that the cost of alterations 
to the Cameron house before it would 

be suitable for a hospital would be 
$1,000. This with another $1,000 
for furnishings and the cash payment 
of $500 would be the prineipal ex- 
penses to be incurred at the com- 
mencement. 
_ The meeting was then thrown epen 
for discussion and the opinions of 
those present were received. Mesars. 
John A. McDougall, W. J. Walker, 
Jas. McDonald, Thor. Bellamy and 
A. E. —— spoke in favor of the 
project. In reply to an inquiry from 
Mr. Walker Dr. McTunie seetel that 
the government paid 10c per day for 
all private patients and 50c a day for 
all pauper patients in hospitals. 

Rev. C. B. Freeman wished to 
know the amount of subscriptions the 
committee would consider necessary 
to start with. In reply the chairman 
stated that if they could get enough 
to make the necessary alterations and 
the down payment andasum, which 
at present was indefinate, necessary 
to run the institution for a year, in 
all about $3,000,they would be justifi- 
edin going ahead. 

On motion of Rev. C. B. Freeman, 
seconded by A. E. Potter the follow- 
ing resolution was put and unani- 
mously carried: “That in the opinion 
of this meeting it is advisable that 
the establishment of a hospital such as 
suggested in the statement of the 
medical board be proceeded with at 
once.” 


On motion of A. Taylor seconded 
by Dr. Wilson the matter was referred 
back to the committee which had 
presented the report read at.the meet- 
ing. They to be a board of provision- 
al directors to solicit subscriptions and 
if the subscriptions warrant, to apply 
at onee for letters: of incorporation. 
Four names were added to the eom- 
mittee leaving it composed of: A. 
Taylor, R. J. Manson, H. C. Taylor, 
W. 8S, Edmiston, Thos. Bellamy, J. A. 
McDougall, Jas. McDonald, W. J. 
Walker, and Dr. McInnis. 

In reply to enquiries, Dr. McInnis 
gave the following information as to 
the cost of maintaining hospitals: In 
the Medicine Hat hospital last year, 
they had an average of 45 patients per 
day, and the cost, including every- 
thing, was 88c per day per patient. 
In tat 88e there was also included 
some $500 worth of permanent im- 
provements to the building. In 1896 
they furnished some improvements for 
a maternity wing and the whole 
thing that year cost them 92c. The 
Winnipeg hospitai this year furnished 
a wing at the cost of some $36,000 
making their yearly expense much 
higher than usual. The previous year 
it cost between 7lc and 72c per day 
per patient. The Dominion govern- 
ment pays 75c per day for all immi- 
grant patients, outside of the Terri- 
torial grant. After Dr. McInnis’ 
explanation the meeting adjourned. 


wis TETE JAUKE MICA. 

The nature and extent of the mica 
deposits in the Tete Jaune Cache 
are very clearly dealt with by John 
M. Smith, one of the discoverers of 
the mineral there, in an article writ- 
ten for the Kamloops Mining Record. 
Mr. Smith, who has brought out 
several pack train loads of the mica, 
SAYS : 

“ Miea differs from other minerals 
in this respeet, the size and quality 
alone being the standard of value. 
These essentials are found in the pro- 
duction of the veins met with in the 
range of mountains in the Tete Jaune 
Cache seetion. In this range of moun- 
tains the miea crystals are found in 
regular well-defined leads, with a 
strike from southeast to northwest, 
dipping to the west. In these veins, 
which are known as pegmatic veins, 
the mica bloeks, generally wedge 
shaped, are set in the quartz in every 
conceivable manner, and therefore a 
great deal of care is necessary in 
mining out tke blocks of crystal to 
prevent them being damaged. I 
found in this range of mountains a

Blocks of crys- 
tal have been obtained from this vein 
averaging in weight from 25 lbs, to 
360 Ibs., 12 in. thick at the butt end, 
giving a surface face in the reugh 
averaging from 4 in. by 6 in. to 22 
in. by 34 in, and have squared clear, 
merchantable crystals from 2 in. by 3 
in. to 20in. by 30 in. These crystals 
have been tested in both the electrical 
works in Seattle, Washington and 
Montreal, Canada, against the India 
mica and the best mica produeed in 
the United States, with the results 
that the Tete Jaune Cache mica stands 
a very much higher percentage of elec- 
trical volts than any mica now on the 
market of the world today.

THE BARREN GROUNDS. 


Buffalo Jones, well known by many 
Edmonton men, who started from here in 
the sammer ef 1897 for the Barren Groands 
im an attempt te bring out some live musk 
ex calves, is writing a book of his varied 
experiences, 

Of his last trip acress to the northwestern 
corner of Great Slave lake and into the 
Barren lands beyond, he says: “‘ At Fort 
Resolution we buils a boat and sailed to 
the northeastern extremity of the lake and 
camped for the winter at a point known as 
Fort Reliance. This isn’t a fort at ali, but 
simply the ruins ef a cabin in which Cap- 
tain Black spent a winter 65 years ago 
while searching for Capt. Kess, who was 
lest in the Arctic regions. 1 doubt if there 
had been a white man there from the time 
Capt. Biack left uatil we get there. 


‘*The Indians in that country belong to 
the Yellow Knife and Deg Rib tribes. They 
differ greatly from the Indians of the 
plains in that they are net so fierce and 
warlike. They are mue4’ smaller of stature 
and ef a somewhat cowardly dispesition. 
Years ago the Crees used to make oxpedi- 
tions to the north and bring back siaves 
frem this mation. That is how the river 
and lake became named. The Indians aad 
Eskimo are much afraid of each other, and 
there is a neutral strip of about 100 miles 
between them and on this neither side 
hardly ever venture. The Indians are 
artned with shotguns, and a few of them 
have rifles. They make expeditions to the 
Hudsen’s Bay Company’s posts about once 
a year and trade for guns and ammunition. 
The Eskimos who live further north along 
the Arctie eoast, get their arms and am- 
munition from the whalers who get around 
in that region. We built a eabin near the 
rnins of the one Capt. Black had wintered 
im sixty-five years befere, and spent the 
winter there. We left there in March, 
when the thermometer was 40 degrees below 
sere, and started for the nertheast, where I 
was certain | would find musk oxen. We 
traversed the country back and forth be- 
tween the inlet which opens into the 
Arctie ocean and Chesterfield inlet, which 
opens into Hudson’s Bay. It was in this 
country that we first encountered Eskimos. 
It is imposzible to tell how many there are 
either of them er of the Indians, for we 
would find 50 or a 100 in ene place, and 
maybe another little settlement in another 
place.” 

Mr. Jones did net bring back any musk 
oxen, as he states the Eskimo weuld net 
kelp him and in fact rather than have him 
drive out the five calves which he had 
caught, they killed them. The Eskimo, 
according to Mr. Jones, regard the musk 
ex as holy. Of the country he says: 


‘““There is no vegetation in that region— | 


nothing but rocks. Lakes cover about one- 
third of the country, and there are many 
large rivers which are not shown on the 
maps, We got back te Slave lake on July 
ist and on the 17th we reached Fort Reso- 
lution again.” 

On the outward journey Jones and his 
partner determined to go down the Mac- 
kenzie and out by a whaler, but when they 
reached the Arctic there was no vessel to 
be found and they were compelled to return 
and work over to the Yukon, down which 
they went to St. Michaels and thence 
home.
